Mr. Leamy's remarks follow In full: 
Prior to 1SST, each railroad was op- 


erated as a private ioductry Just the 
same as many of the other Industries 
of the country: namely coal mining, 
lumbering, manufacturing, etc.. the 
railroads being allowed to make their 
own rates, fix their own wagvg, etc. 
Growing out of certain alleged abuses, 
congress, on February 4, 1887, passed 
tbe Interstate Commerce act, creating 
an Interstate Commerce commission 
of five members and giving It a certain 
rather limited number of powers over 
the railroads. It required the railroads 
to make certain annual reports to the 
commission, permitted the commis- 
sion to Investigate the fairness of a 
particular rate If n shipper or some- 
one else complained to the commis- 
sion about it, but that is about as far 
as the law went. The commission had 
no very definite authority in either 
regulating or operating the railroads. 


At various times since then, certain 


additional laws have been passed by 
congress extending the authority of 
the commission over the railroads, 
and these 
laws, 
although 
usually 


known by a particular name, were In 
reality merely amendme: ts to tho In- 
terstate Commerce act and became 
portions of It. Of the 
many such 


amendment* there are only three of 
particular Importance:
